Military forces to command vital Arghandab district 


Speech reaction in Afghanistan 


Before the backdrop of

district north of 
Kandahar city. 

As a result, two full battal¬ 
ions of troops already in the 
countiy, one American, the 
other Afghan, will come un¬ 
der the control of Brig. Gen. 
Dan Menard, the command¬ 
er of the Canadian contin-

The survey by Corporate 
Research Associates Inc. 
says 71 per cent of people 
surveyed would support 
holding a vote asking 
them whether or not to di¬ 
vide the HRM in two mu¬ 
nicipal units. Twenty-six 
per cent opposed the 
plebiscite idea. 

The survey conducted 
from Nov. 5 to 20 asked 401 
adults residents and carries 
a margin or error of 4.9 
percentage points.

Pilot project 
vaccinates 
1,000 
students 


Flu Outbreak

outbreak Over 1,000 
students received the H1N1 
vaccine at two Halifax area 
high schools this week. 

About 400 students at 
Saclcville High received the 
swine flu shot Monday as 
part of a new pilot project 
started this week by the 
Capital District Health Au¬ 
thority. Then yesterday, 620 
students at Citadel High in 
Halifax were vaccinated at 
the second school-based 
clinic. 

John Gillis, spokesman 
for Capital Health, said the 
numbers from Saclcville 
High represented about 50 
per cent of students in class 
that day. A similar percent¬ 
age is represented by 
Citadel’s total. 

Saclcville High and Citadel 
were the two schools used 
in this pilot project, which 
saw the clinics remain open 
after school to the general 
public until 9 p.m. Another 
900-plus people were vacci¬ 
nated in this time at 
Saclcville High. 

Gillis said the plan is to 
go to other high schools in 
the Halifax Regional School 
Board in the coming weeks. 
He said public health staff 
is meeting at the end of the 
week to finalize dates.

110 jobs cut 
at New Minas 
poultry plant 

labour A Nova Scotia 
poultry processor is laying 
off 96 unionized workers 
and 14 supervisors and 
managers at its plant in 
New Minas. 

ACA Co-operative Ltd., 
which processes chicken 
and turkey under the Eden 
Valley brand, blamed 
financial losses for the de¬ 
cision. 

CEO Ian Blenlcharn says 
the layoffs “are painful but 
necessary” if ACA hopes to 
make the plant 
sustainable over the long 
term. 

ACA says the New Minas 
operation lost $6 million 
in 2008, prompting the 
closure of the company’s 
Eastern Protein Foods 
plant in Kentville and ear¬ 
lier layoffs in New Minas. 

Blenkham says those 
changes improved the 
company’s financial posi¬ 
tion, but not enough to en¬ 
sure its future.

Colder-than-normal 
weather predicted 

But forecast's accuracy below 50%: Meteorologist

It may be arriving later 
than some years, but the 
winter weather is definite¬ 
ly heading our way. 

Environment Canada re¬ 
leased its three-month out¬ 
look yesterday, and the 
forecast is calling for cold¬ 
er-than-normal tempera¬ 
tures as Nova Scotia moves 
into the chilliest months of 
the year. On the upside, we 
probably won’t be seeing 
more than the usual 
amount of snow. 

“For that entire three- 
month period ... we’re 
looking at about normal 
amount of precipitation,” 
said Environment Canada 
meteorologist Bob Ro- 
bichaud. 


Unfortunately, he added, 
the long-term forecast is 
based on computer-gener¬ 
ated models that are about 
as accurate as a crystal ball 
at a neighbourhood carni¬ 
val. 

“We’re looking at below 
50 per cent accuracy,” Ro- 
bichaud said. “So you kind 
of have to take it with a 
grain of salt.” 

After nearly a month of 
downright balmy tempera¬ 
tures — tomorrow’s high 
is expected to hit 14 C — 
Haligonians have likely 
started to wonder when 
Mother Nature will wake 
up and blanket us all in 
several feet of snow, ice 
and general discontent. 

“Temperatures, as a 
whole for November, were 
about 2.6 degrees above 
normal,” Robichaud con¬ 


firmed, but added that Oc¬ 
tober was unusually cold, 
and Canadians often have 
short memories when it 
comes to the weather. 

“A lot of times, people 
forget what we’ve had in 
other years,” Robichaud 
said. “Sometimes, when 
you actually dig a bit deep¬ 
er and look at the num¬ 
bers, they can be a bit sur¬ 
prising.” 

A quick glance at Envi¬ 
ronment Canada’s histori¬ 
cal data for Halifax shows 
he’s right. Just three years 
ago in 2006, for example, 
the average temperature in 
November was 6 C, and on¬ 
ly 2 centimetres of snow 
fell from the skies above 
Halifax. This year, the aver¬ 
age temperature was 5.7 C, 
and we got 10 centimetres 
of snow. 


Man arrested after alleged laptop theft 


crime A 36-year-old man 
was in police custody last 
night after allegedly steal¬ 
ing a laptop from the Mar- 
riot Hotel in Halifax and 
then pulling a razor on 
two Good Samaritans who 
tried to stop him. 

Police say they respond¬ 
ed to the hotel on Grafton 
Street just before 2:30 p.m. 
yesterday and found the 
suspect being restrained 
by two hotel employees. 


Witnesses alleged that 
the man had taken a lap¬ 
top from a meeting room 
inside the building, and 
that the employees had 
managed to chase him 
down. 

There were no injuries. 

The man was held 
overnight and is expected 
to appear in court this 
morning to face robbeiy 
charges.

DRUGS Three people are facing 
charges after police stumbled 
across a bag of drugs while re¬ 
sponding to a domestic distur¬ 
bance early yesterday in 
Halifax. A search of the home 
eventually uncovered a loaded 
gun, ecstasy and crack cocaine, 
a scale, and cash. Police say two 
men, aged 27 and 29, and a 
woman, 22 , appeared in court 
yesterday afternoon to face var¬ 
ious drug- and weapons-relat- 
ed charges. metro Halifax 


Police training adapting 
after Hyde's death: Officer 


inquiry Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice say they are training of¬ 
ficers to better defuse 
volatile situations with the 
mentally ill before having 
to resort to the use of a 
Taser, a fatality inquiry was 
told yesterday. 

Sgt. Dean Stienburg, who 
trains police on the use of 
force, said the department 
is trying to equip officers 
with the skills to detect 
signs of mental illness and 
to de-escalate situations be¬ 
fore having to deploy stun 
guns. 

He said the force has 
changed its policies on 
mental-health training 
since Howard Hyde, a 45- 
year-old musician with a 
long history of paranoid 
schizophrenia, died in cus¬ 
tody 30 hours after 
being Tasered by po¬ 
lice. 

“What we’re focus¬ 
ing on now is when 
is it appropriate to 
use this device,” he 
told the inquiry. 

“What we’re try- Howard Hyde 
ing to do is raise 
awareness and how to rec¬ 
ognize subtle clues ... that 
the person needs assis¬ 
tance.” 

The officer said they rou¬ 
tinely adapt their training 
about mental health and 
the use of stun guns as re¬ 
search yields new informa¬ 
tion on the best use of the 
devices. 

He said the force will 
change training guidelines 
next year to include empha¬ 
sis on so-called empty-hand 
controls — or those that 
don’t involve restraint de¬ 
vices — to restrain a person 
and avoid using a Taser.

They also plan to train 
dispatchers to recognize 
signs of mental-health dis¬ 
orders when a 911 
call is made and to 
deploy Emergency 
Health Services in 
such cases. 

Stienburg said they 
expect to emphasize 
that people display¬ 
ing signs of excited 
delirium should be 
treated as medical emer¬ 
gencies in need of immedi¬ 
ate attention. 

The revisions by police 
come two years after Hyde 
was arrested following a 
complaint of domestic as¬ 
sault. He was taken to po¬ 
lice headquarters, where he 
was Tasered after becoming 
agitated as officers tried to 
fingerprint him. 

He died the following day 
at a correctional facility. 
The medical examiner 
ruled the cause of death as 
excited delirium, linked to 
schizophrenia.

NSP makes 
eco-friendly 
power plans 

energy Nova Scotia Power 
plans to get leaner and 
greener over the next 
few years. 

In a report filed with the 
province’s Utility and Re¬ 
view Board this week, NSP 
predicts that the demand 
on the electrical grid will 
drop by about 1.5 per cent 
per year as Nova Scotia 
moves toward more 
sustainable energy sources 
and people continue to 
conserve power in their 
homes and offices. 

According to NSP 
spokesman David Roden- 
hiser, the company will al¬ 
so continue moving 
toward more eco-friendly 
power generation. On 
Monday, provincial regula¬ 
tors gave the final stamp 
of approval to NSP’s plan 
to build a $ 120-million 
wind farm on Nuttby 
Mountain near Truro. 

Despite the eco-friendly 
investments, Nova Scotia 
still gets 75 per cent of its 
electrical energy from 
coal, and none of NSP’s 
four coal-fired plants are 
expected to close.

$ 4 ' 25 M fund for green transportation 



Province investing in school buses, heavy duty hybrids, ice rink facilities

The province is investing 
$4.25 million in green 
transportation such as 
hybrid trucks and 
fuel-efficient buses. 

Bill Estabroolcs, the min¬ 
ister responsible for Con¬ 
serve Nova Scotia, said yes¬ 
terday morning at a fund¬ 
ing announcement at 
Stock Transportation in 
Burnside that $1.35 mil¬ 
lion would equip school 
buses with fhel-efficient 
technology such as heaters 
and timers, tour optimiz¬ 
ing software, and emission 
control technology. 

Estabroolcs said $1 mil¬ 
lion would also be invested 
in anti-idling devices, aero¬ 
dynamic improvements, 
and fuel-efficient tires, 
among other fuel-reducing 
technologies for heavy-duty 
class eight trucks. 

Another $1 million will 
purchase heavy duty hybrid 
vehicles including bucket 
trucks and other fleet vehi¬ 
cles, some of which can use 
up to 60 per cent less diesel

ing, heat recovery sys¬ 
tems, and other energy ef¬ 
ficient improvements. 

“Our rinks are the cor¬ 
nerstones of our communi¬ 
ty,” Estabrooks said. “Many 
of these facilities are more 
than 40 years old ... and 
use a lot of energy.” 

The investment will 
come from the ecoNova 
Scotia Clean Air and Cli¬ 
mate Change fund, which 
is supported by a $42.5- 
million federal grant for 
projects that reduce air 
emissions. 

The province is pro¬ 
claiming there are 67 an¬ 
nounced projects that are 
working towards the 2020 
goal to reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions to at least 10 
per cent below Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s 1990 levels. 

“These projects will help 
create a cleaner, greener to¬ 
morrow for Nova Scotia 
families,” Estabrooks said 
before a backdrop of a 
school bus and two heavy- 
duty trucks. “They will also 
help build our green econo¬ 
my, making Nova Scotia a 
global leader, a place to in¬ 
vest, and a place to thrive.”

2nd suit filed against 
Fage in 2006 crash 


Former cabinet minister 
Ernie Fage has been hit 
with a second lawsuit stem¬ 
ming from the 2006 car 
crash that all but ended his 
political career. 

Last Friday, Steve Bezan- 
son filed a damages suit 
against Fage, claiming he 
suffered injuries when 
Fage’s government-leased 
2005 Volkswagen Sedan 
rear-ended the vehicle he 
was in. 

Earlier last week the 
driver of that vehicle, 
George Myrer, also filed a 
lawsuit against Fage claim¬ 
ing damages. 

The collision occurred at 
the intersection of 
Sackville and South Park 
streets on Nov. 24, 2006 af¬ 
ter Fage left the Old Trian¬ 
gle pub in downtown Hali¬ 
fax. After striking the vehi¬ 
cle carrying the two 


Chronicle-Herald employ¬ 
ees, Fage drove away. 

He was later convicted of 
leaving the scene of an acci¬ 
dent. The high-profile case 
caused Fage to be ousted 
first from cabinet, then 
from the Progressive Con¬ 
servative caucus. He served 
as an independent until 
this spring, when he lost 
his Cumberland North seat 
to the NDP’s Brian Skabar. 

Bezanson’s lawsuit 
claims Fage was negligent 
in operating his vehicle by 
driving at an excessive 
speed, driving in a careless 
and imprudent manner, 
and failing to take evasive 
manoeuvres to avoid the 
collision. 

Bezanson said he re¬ 
ceived bodily injuries in the 
collision and is seeking un¬ 
specified damages.

Minister says Springhill likely won’t meet criteria 

Prison announcement notes location needs to be near 100-series highway, services

A new provincial prison is 
going ahead but some are 
outraged it won’t be land¬ 
ing in Springhill. 

Former transportation 
minister Murray Scott an¬ 
nounced a new $ 18-million 
prison in Springhill back in 
April, shortly before the To¬ 
ries lost power. This fall’s 


budget didn’t include mon¬ 
ey for the 
prison but 
the NDP said 
they were 
still looking 
at building a 
new jail. 

Yesterday 
Justice Min¬ 
ister Ross 
Landry an¬ 
nounced a new, 100-cell 
prison would be built to re¬ 


place the aging Antigonish 
and Cumberland county 
corrections facilities. But 
Landry said Springhill likely 
does not meet the criteria 
for the $31 million prison. 

While a location hasn’t 
been finalized, Landry said 
it needed to be central, near 
a 100-series highway and 
with easy access to essential 
services. 

Scott accused Landry yes¬ 
terday of moving the new 


jail to his Pictou County rid¬ 
ing, which is still in the run¬ 
ning. 

“Make no mistake about 
it. This facility and these 
jobs are going to Pictou 
County. No matter what he 
said this morning about 
looking at Antigonish and 
looking at Truro, Pictou 
County is the site for this 
new facility,” Scott pro¬ 
claimed. 

Scott said the province 


had already acquired 30 
acres of land for the jail in 
Springhill and sharing serv¬ 
ices with the federal peni¬ 
tentiary already there 
would have saved costs. 

Springhill Mayor Allen 
Dill called the loss of the jail 
“devastating” and said the 
town was relying on the 
project to help it crawl out 
of the red. 

But Landry said a staff re¬ 
port showed a single central 


prison would save millions 
of dollars in construction 
and operating costs. 

“Our decision is based on 
the fiscal reality this 
province is in,” Landry told 
reporters in Halifax. 

“It’s incumbent on me as 
the minister to take respon¬ 
sibility and ensure if we 
spend a tax dollar that we 
spend it soundly. And I feel 
that this is the best choice 
given our situation.”

Dad fined for ‘shoot him' incident 


There are better ways to tell 
your kids to pick up around 
the house, a Pictou County 
man has learned.

Digital signs aim to 
make bridge safer 



Digital signs will be installed on the MacKay Bridge that will pro¬ 
vide messages about weather conditions as well as information 
on construction and other delays.

Halifax Harbour Bridges is 
installing digital signs as a 
safety precaution during 
dangerous driving times 
and to improve traffic flow 
on the MacKay Bridge. 

The signs will communi¬ 
cate messages about con¬ 
struction, weather condi¬ 
tions, vehicle accidents, 
and other potential bridge 
delays. 

“We have experienced 
challenges in trying to 
close the MacKay Bridge 
during high winds to high 
sided vehicles, and that 
has put our people in dan¬ 
gerous positions in the 
worst conditions tiying to 
stop trucks from getting 
on the bridge,” said Jon Ep- 
pell, an engineer with 
HHB. 

The signs will be “strate¬ 
gically placed” in six loca¬ 
tions on roads approaching 
the bridge. They include 
the Windsor and Kempt 
connector eastbound in 
Halifax, the Massachusetts 
Avenue connector prior to 
the Lady Hammond over¬ 
pass, and on Victoria Road 
prior to Highway 111 in 
Dartmouth. 

“These variable message 
signs will provide real time 
information to the travel¬ 
ling public about the con¬ 
ditions on the bridges,” 
said Steve Snider, general 
manager and CEO of HHB. 

Eppell said during a nor¬ 
mal workday, the bridge 
serves more than 100,000 
cars. The signs will display 
information specific to the 
location to avoid congested 


traffic. 

“If we don’t clear an inci¬ 
dent on the bridge, it 
quickly becomes gridlock 
during peak periods,” Ep¬ 
pell explained. “These 
signs allow us to use that 
information to change peo¬ 
ple’s travel patterns that 
little bit that may make a 
big difference.” 

Work on the project be¬ 
gins today and is being 
funded entirely by bridge 
toll money. Eppell said the 
total cost is about $2.5 mil¬ 


lion with the signs expect¬ 
ed to be fully functional by 
February. 

Eppell said the HHB part¬ 
nered with the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Municipality to en¬ 
sure the signs could com¬ 
municate more than 
bridge conditions. 

“It’s something we saw 
as a benefit not just for the 
bridges but also for the re¬ 
gion,” he said. 

The signs will be pur¬ 
chased, managed and oper¬ 
ated by the HHB.

Liberal, NDP and Bloc 
Quebecois MPs who sit on 
the House of Commons 
status of women commit¬ 
tee argued that Toiy poli¬ 
cies have rolled back the 
fight for women’s equality 
and safety. 

They pointed to the Con¬ 
servative government’s 
elimination of the court 
challenges program and to 
the move to abolish the 
gun registry — something 
that some Liberal and NDP 
members also support. 

“We consider this (cere¬ 
mony) a hypocritical ges¬ 
ture because her govern¬ 
ment has shown itself 
from the beginning to be 
hostile to all women’s de¬ 
mands,” said Bloc MP 
Nicole Demers. 


Liberal MP Anita Neville 
said: “I find it difficult to 
stand beside a minister 
who chooses not to advo¬ 
cate for women, who 
chooses to follow the party 
line, who chooses to en¬ 
dorse the elimination of 
the long-gun registry.” 

The sombre ceremony in 
the House of Commons 
foyer was led by a senior 
bureaucrat at Status of 
Women Canada, and Guer¬ 
gis did not speak.

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Mom smothers 
baby on flight 
by accident 


A breast-feeding mother 
accidentally smothered her 
four-week old child aboard 
a United Airlines flight 
from Washington, D.C., to 
Kuwait, a British tabloid re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

The Sun newspaper said 
the mother, who it said 
was a 29-year-old Egyptian- 
born woman, fell asleep as 
she breast-fed on the jet 
and awoke to find that the 
child had been smothered. 
The paper said the plane 
was diverted to London’s 
Heathrow in an attempt to 
save the baby’s life. 

The paper cited an un¬ 
named police source in its 
reporting. Scotland Yard 
confirmed that a United 
Airlines plane had been di¬ 
verted to Heathrow in late 


November after reports 
that a four-weelc-old girl 
was in distress. 

The police said in a state¬ 
ment that the baby was 
taken to a nearby hospital, 
where she was pro¬ 
nounced dead. It added 
that an autopsy had been 
performed, but results 
were still pending. 

“The death is being treat¬ 
ed as unexplained and the 
Child Abuse Investigation 
Team is investigating the 
circumstances,” the state¬ 
ment said. 

Scotland Yard did not go 
into further detail, al¬ 
though Britain’s Press As¬ 
sociation news agency re¬ 
ported that such investiga¬ 
tions were standard prac¬ 
tice.

Mexico city Gunmen burst 
in to a Starbucks coffee

t looks as if A1 Jazeera is 
coming to a TV near 
you. Maybe as close as 
your living room, if you 
have cable. 

Last week, the CRTC ap¬ 
proved A1 Jazeera English 


(AJE), the Qatar-based Eng¬ 
lish-language version of the 
most popular news network 
in the Muslim world, and 
the cable companies are lin¬ 
ing up to cany the signal. 

This is in marked contrast 
to the last round, in 2003, 
when its sister network, 
AJA (A1 Jazeera Arab), tried 
for a licence in Canada and 
was vigorously opposed. 
This time, there were 2,600 
submissions to the CRTC in 
favour. What a difference a 
few years makes. 

I don’t know if, as A1 


Jazeera claims, that the AJE 
and AJA are really two dif¬ 
ferent organizations. I 
mean, really. But according 
to the CRTC, AJE “will ex¬ 
pand the diversity of edito¬ 
rial points of view in the 
Canadian broadcasting sys¬ 
tem.” And we’re all for that. 

Of course, if you stop to 
think about it for a minute, 
that seems to imply that 
there is no one standard, 
grade-A version of the truth, 
and the only way we can 
snag that elusive commodi¬ 
ty is to net it with a diversi¬ 


ty of editorial points of 
view. 

If news organizations 
such as A1 Jazeera (and to be 
fair, Fox News, the BBC, 
Global, NBC, CBC, etc.) were 
all as objective as they claim 
to be, wouldn’t they all be 
broadcasting the same, true 
stories? 

And how far will we go 
with this diversity of edito¬ 
rial opinion notion? If TTVN 
(Taliban TV Network) want¬ 
ed access to the nation’s liv¬ 
ing rooms, how would the 
CRTC respond? 


Let me point out quickly 
that I’m pretty much in 
favour of the AJE applica¬ 
tion. I know its managing 
director Tony Burman pret¬ 
ty well. We used to work to¬ 
gether at the CBC and spent 
many shifts trying to figure 
what to put on or what not 
to put on The Journal. There 
was nothing in his de¬ 
meanour to indicate terror¬ 
ist tendencies. Once in a 
while he got a little grumpy, 
but that might have been 
the takeout we were forced 
to consume. 


Still, if objectivity and 
truth exist totally in the eye 
of the beholder, will we 
ever really have any basis 
for agreement? 

This problem is nothing 
new. In fact, it originated in 
the Middle East, even before 
the invention of television. 
It was called the Tower of 
Babel: Mass confusion, 24/7. 

Is it really so different to¬ 
day?

Automaker sales 
jump from last year 

Toyota reports record boost for November 


Canadian sales for many 
automakers jumped in No¬ 
vember, due in large part 
to the fact that last 
November was when the 
industry — and the econo¬ 
my — collapsed. 

But big jumps in car 
sales numbers weren't due 
solely to year-over-year 
comparisons — Toyota and 
Hyundai both reported 
record sales for the month 
of November, a sign that 
consumers are increasing¬ 
ly willing to spend money 
on big-ticket items like 
cars. 

Toyota Canada said Tues¬ 
day that it sold 14,829 ve¬ 
hicles in November, up 
27.4 per cent from a year 
earlier. This boost was led

by truck sales, which were 
up 54.1 per cent. The luxu¬ 
ry Lexus division sold 
1,283 vehicles, up 11.4 per 
cent to its best November 
on record. 

Meanwhile, Hyundai is 
quickly distinguishing it¬ 
self as an able competitor 
with the five companies 
that traditionally lead the 
pack in terms of Canadian 
market share — General 
Motors, Chrysler, Ford, 
Honda and Toyota. 

Ford (NYSE:F) — which 


set itself apart from its 
North American competi¬ 
tors by neither filing for 
bankruptcy protection nor 
asking for government 
bailout money earlier this 
year — also had a positive 
November, although its 
sales increase wasn't as 
dramatic as in previous 
months. 

Ford Canada said its 
sales were up 7.5 per cent 
in November, its sixth con¬ 
secutive month of sales 
gains. 

The vehicles built at 
Ford's Oakville, Ont., plant 
— which include the Lin¬ 
coln MKX, Ford Edge and 
Ford Flex — saw their sales 
improve by 25 per cent.

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Woods must 
pay $164 fine 


All Tiger Woods has to do 
is pay a $164 US fine — 
less than a round of golf at 
Torrey Pines — and his 
dealings with Florida au¬ 
thorities over his infamous 
car accident will be over. 

What hasn’t ended is the 
public’s fascination with 
his private life, which may 
get more complicated. Us 
Weekly magazine, which 
hits newsstands today, fea¬ 
tures a cover story alleging 
that a Los Angeles cocktail 
waitress had a 31-month 
affair with the world’s No. 
1 golfer — and that the 
proof was in 300 text mes¬ 
sages. 

Last week, just two days 
before Woods crashed his 
SUV into a fire hydrant 
and tree, the National En¬ 
quirer published a story al¬ 
leging that Woods had 
been seeing a New York 
nightclub hostess, and that 
they were recently togeth¬ 
er in Melbourne, where 
Woods competed in the 
Australian Masters. 

The woman, Rachel 
Uchitel, denied having an 


affair with Woods when 
contacted by The Associat¬ 
ed Press. 

The world’s most fa¬ 
mous athlete will be cited 
for careless driving outside 
his home in the exclusive 
gated community of Isle- 
worth. It will cost him four 
points on his driver’s li¬ 
cence, but he will not face 
criminal charges, the Flori¬ 
da Highway Patrol said yes¬ 
terday.

he Millennials are 
coming! They’re 
coming over the

I say we run for cover. 

But the automakers can’t 
wait to embrace them, no 
doubt already tired of deal¬ 
ing with cranky baby 
boomers and their ever- 
changing lifestyles, as well 
as the generation after that, 
those jaded generation-X 
types. 

The Millennial Genera¬ 


tion is variously referred to 
as Generation Y, Generation 
Next, the Net Generation, 
or the Echo Boom. Either 
way, they are the demo¬ 
graphic with birth dates be¬ 
tween the mid-1970s and 
the 1990s — the children of 
the baby boomers. 

Some automakers are 
more than ready to fulfill 
their needs. But before you 
do that, you have to figure 


what are their needs are, 
and how they tick. 

One company that did 
lots of research in this area 
was Ford, in preparation for 
the North American launch 
of Fiesta, which precisely 
targets Millennials. 

The North American Fies¬ 
ta actually debuts today, at 
the L.A. auto show. Last 
week some auto scribes, in¬ 
cluding yours truly, were in 


Dearborn, Mich., to get a 
“deep dive” into everything 
Fiesta. Sheryll Connelly, 
Ford’s global trends and fh- 
turing manager, told us 
what Ford had learned 
about Millennials. So here 
are the bullet points (para¬ 
phrased)... 

• They grew up in the era of 
miniaturization of prod¬ 
ucts, mostly electronics. 
Consequently, they under¬ 
stand bigger isn’t necessari¬ 
ly better. 

• They never expect to be 
disconnected from their 
friends and activities, via 
electronic communication 
thingies. Being in a car 
should not disrupt this 
whatsoever. 

• Automakers, and other 
marketers, need to use non- 
traditional media to get the 
word out to these people. 
Twitter, not television.

Discover Obama’s lost years’ 

New York walk tour shows where the U.S. president cut his intellectual teeth 


Jeremiah Miller calls the 
time Barack Obama spent 
in New York “the lost 
years,” because that peri¬ 
od from 1981 to 1985 is 
not as well-known as his 
roots in Hawaii or his 
recent years in Chicago. To 
fill in the gap, Miller offers 
a tour of Upper 
Manhattan called 
“Obama’s New York.” 

The two-hour $25 walk¬ 
ing tour includes stops at 
Columbia University, a 
Harlem subway station, 
and the street where the 
man who now sleeps in 
the White House once 
slept in an alley. 

“I became intrigued by 
the fact that not much is 
known about his life dur¬ 
ing this period, but this 
was a pivotal time for 
him,” said Miller. “He was 
searching for himself. He 
felt he didn’t fit in. That’s 
why he came to New York 
— to find community.” 

Obama completed his 
college degree at Columbia 
University in 1983, having 
transferred there as a jun¬ 
ior from Occidental Col¬ 
lege in Los Angeles. After 
college, he worked in 
Harlem for the New York 
Public Interest Research 
Group, a job that led to 
community organizing in 
Chicago. 

Obama even opens his 
memoir, Dreams from My 
Father, with a scene in 
New York. It was the day 
he got the news that his 
Kenyan father was dead. 
Miller pauses on a side¬ 
walk while leading the 
tour to narrate that dra¬ 
matic opening passage 
from the book, as he reads 
aloud Obama’s recollec-

tion of the phone call from 
a relative in Kenya: 

‘“Can you hear me? I say, 
your father is dead.’... That 
was all, the line cut off, 
and I sat down on the 
couch, smelling eggs burn 
in the kitchen, staring at 
cracks in the plaster, trying 
to measure my loss.” 

Miller reads another pas¬ 
sage from the memoir 
while standing on 109th 
Street near Amsterdam Av¬ 
enue, where, Obama 
wrote, “I spent my first

night in Manhattan curled 
up in an alleyway.” 

He was supposed to stay 
in an apartment at 142 W. 
109th St., and eventually 
he did move in, but no¬ 
body was home when he 
arrived. 

After several other stops, 
the tour ends by hopping 
on the No. 1 train and 
heading uptown to City 
College in Harlem. 

Here Obama worked for 
NYPIRG, organizing stu¬ 
dents on issues like recy¬ 
cling. He also lobbied to 
have the 137th Street sub¬ 
way station cleaned up. 

Miller contends that the 
time Obama spent in New 
York put the future presi¬ 
dent on a path of activism 
and community service 
that eventually led to the 
White House. 

“ft was where Barry the 
boy became Barack the 
man,” Miller said. “He may 
not have found his com¬ 
munity, but he did find 
himself.” the associated press

widened to a record high

the second and third quar¬ 
ters to $3.7 billion, its low¬ 
est level in six years.

Travel spending by for¬ 
eigners in Canada has fall¬

There was a time Vancou¬ 
ver’s Swollen Members 
was ubiquitous, touring 
non-stop behind a prolific 
output of material, and 
taking home three consec¬ 
utive Juno Awards for best 
rap recording from 2001 to 
2003. The group’s fourth 
win would come in 2007 
for their album, Black 
Magic, but behind the 
scenes things were grim. 

Like an episode of A&E’s 
addiction reality show In¬ 
tervention, rapper Prevail 
and DJ/producer Rob The 
Viking worried and took 
steps to help their band- 
mate, rapper Mad Child, 
who escalated from a Per- 
cocet addiction to Oxycon- 
tin, as many as 20 80-mg a 
day — the equivalent of 
320 Percocet, Mad Child 
puts in perspective. 

It is nothing short of a 
miracle that Swollen Mem¬ 
bers have returned intact 
— with a fourth member 
no less, singer/rapper Tre 
Nyce — and with an im¬ 
pressive new album, 
Armed To The Teeth. The 
group is currently on a 
cross-Canada tour. 

When Prevail finally 
clued into what his long¬ 
time friend and musical 
partner had got himself in¬ 
to the past two years, he 
says, “I was talking to (real 
name) Shane’s parents 
quite frequently, letting 
them know what was go¬ 
ing on. They’d say, ‘Oh, he 
came over for dinner last 
week and this is where our 
head is at with it.’ We 


wanted to keep each other 
informed. 

“I think we all needed a 
support network, just in 
case,” says Prevail. “Who 
knew if my phone was 
gonna be the six o’clock 
call from the hospital or 
was it gonna be Shane’s 
parents phone ringing off 
the hook? I wanted to be 
able to call them and say, 
‘Can you meet me down 
there?’ It’s not like we had 
a evacuation plan, but we 
were aware of each other’s 
presence and support in 
this whole process.” 


Mad Child, whose strug¬ 
gle can be heard through¬ 
out Armed To The Teeth, 
particularly on the detailed 
track My Life, after several 
tries at rehab got clean at 
his parents’ home six 
months ago with the help 
of a drug prescribed by his 
family doctor called Subox¬ 
one, an opioid medication 
to treat people addicted to 
illicit opiates. 

“That’s an important 
thing that I want to let peo¬ 
ple know about, that you 
can go on Suboxone and 
get off this s—. It is a mira¬ 


cle drug,” says Mad Child. 
“It doesn’t get you high. It 
just makes it so that you 
can live your life again and 
it blocks you from thinking 
about doing that drug any¬ 
more. It really is incredible 
so I don’t want people to 
feel helpless out there.” 

Mad Child has no second 
thoughts about being so 
public about his addiction. 

“I definitely want to be 
able to talk to kids,” he 
says. “The reason I’m so 
open about it is I put a cou¬ 
ple of songs out on My- 
Space on my own little 
page before the album 
dropped and I got an over¬ 
whelming response from 
kids or young adults that 
were like ‘Yo, I’m going 
through the same s— and 
this really helps me.’”

It’s an overcast Saturday 
afternoon, and inside a 
swanky, Manhattan hotel 
room, Natalie Portman 
delicately sips on a cup 
of tea. 

“Fve been doing inter¬ 
views since I was 12,” 
muses the 28-year old, 
almost incredu¬ 
lously. For her 
latest film, 

Brothers, in 
theatres Friday,

METHOD: 

1. Rub steaks with 1 tbsp
